It  includes  all  civil  actions  which  were 
contradicted  at  the  beginning  of  the  case  (those  that  were  admitted  by  the  defendants  were 
carried  out  in  the  district  proceedings  listed  next). 

(b)  The  proceedings  of  Nellenburg  district  (Oberamtsprotokolle)  available  from  1702  to  1808  (vol. 
8339-8429).  They  include  all  criminal  matters,  general  administration  matters  and  civil  actions 
which  were  admitted  by  the  defendants.
